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The Miuisterial Crisis. 

Tbat nil right thinking raon regret the ec 
onrrence ol a Ministerial crisis during the 
very first bosmoo under the now system, muy 
well bo taken for granted. Undor any oir- 
cumstanoes suoh a contingenoy was highly 
.. undesirable. Existing circumstances rsn- 
der it eminently so. There is a possibility 
of tha Vital principle involvod in the present 
crisis being lost sight of in the heat and un- 
reason of first excitement. The reader is, 
therofore, iovited to take a calm and unpre- 
judiced view of the case. It was intimut^d 
at the very commencement ol tho eobeiod, 
i that thore was an intention on the part of 

• many members to increase tho indemnity al- 
lonanco. From limo to time, as the matter 
was approached in varicuB forms, tho Gov- 
ernment did not discourage the movement, 

I but, on the contrary, directed it how to prc- 
osed. A motion to suspend tho Standing 
Orders for tho express purpose or paneing 
the resolution to increase the indemnity wan 
. unanimously passed, the members of the Gov- 
ernment themselves boiDg party theroto. 
When the resolution came up for diBCUsBion, 
two out ol ihe lour meoabeis of the Govern- 
ment strongly advoeatod its ndoptioa— tho 
Chief CommifBioLOi being the warmest sup- 
porter in the whole Honse. Upon a division 
only lour members voted against the resolu- 
tion, via., Mesira. MeCreight, Robertson, 
Dbcic and Beaven, tbe Spaakor and the mem- 
ber for Nanaimo abstaining from voting, 
having witbdruwn to tbe Lobby during the 
debat". Thus it will be seen that the House 
wan escouraged lo proceed, step by step,u«» 
til it had passed tbe Rubioon. Whenever it 
became known (and it was known Ihe very 
first day of the scision) that it was proposed 
to movo in the matter, it would have boen 
well for the Executive 10 fully oonfider the 
subject, and if it were found tbat a majoritj 
of tbe members were in favor of increasing 
the indemnity, either bring down the neces- 
sary Bill cb a Government meaauie, or de- 
cide upon discouraging 'be movement in its 
insipiency. Had either of tbeso courses 
been adopted, the present unhappy crisis 
would h&ve been averted. As tbe matter 
now staradp, the question of inoreaaod indem- 
nity dwindles iato insignificance hceiiie the 
great constitutional question— " Shall the 
affairs o* tbe country be administered in ac- 
cordance with the wel'-underetood wishes of 
the people?" That appears to be tbe real 
issuo bow. It ia to be hoped tbat snob aa 
isaua will not be forced upon the House. 
Tbore is ne reaeoo what -ver why tbe Cabinet 
should saorifise iteelfand ktsrrnpt the cur- 
rent of public business by couning defeat in 
this way. It was snfficieotfor Mr. MeUroight 
to offer opposition to the measure as sn indi- 
vidual member of tho Houeo. It soarceiy be- 
came! a member of Ihe Government to set ap 
his individual opinion in opposition to that 

• f some IweDty of '.he people'srer-reBontativos 
fresh Irom tbe hasting?, and to tell tbem 
that the constituencies had not spoken. One 
more familiar with the spirit and wotking of 
Responsible Government would hardly have 
fallen into euoh ao error. A Minister is un- 
doubtedly entitled t« baveandenjoy opinions 
of his own, and b« has a perfect right to ex- 
press tbem on tbe flaor ol tbe House. But 
whenever his opinions run counter to ihoe« 
of a majority ol the people's reprtssnlativff , 
the Constitution leavrs hot two oonrses — to 
defer t» tho majority, or to rtsign. It ap- 
pears to us tba', ioascanch ss Mr. McCnitfht 
was only responsible to his own constitaeniB 
for his opinions sad vutos upou the question 
of increased iodsmnity, bis opposition might 
well have ended with bis vote against tbe re- 
solution ; and, as a Responsible Minister, it 
was then his duty te carry ool tbe wel -ui- 
derstood wishes of tho peoplo. It has been 
intimated tbat tho wishes of the people on 
this subject weio not well understood. But 
in wbai way could they be better nndsralood '< 
A dissolution and a direct appeal to theppc- 
ple upon every new question tbat may arise 
woald be absurd under ordinary circum- 
stances. Under present circumstances mob 
a oourBo would bu wholly unjustifiable. Why, 
a geceral oleclion, in direct expenses alonr, 
would coot the country more tban the whole 
amount at siaks. In delay and detriment to 
the general publio interests and business, it 
would cost ten times tbe amount. To Bond a 
House fresb from the polls back upon such 
an isiuo, under suob circumstances, is, there- 
fore, ont ef the question, and no Governor, 
even less discreet than our own, weold care 
to expose himself to the inevitable cousr- 
quences of such a couih". It is earnestly to 
bo hoped that some rnaan3 may be hit npoo, 
whereby a direct conflict rr.ay bo avoided 
and tbe business of tbe country permuted to 
go on smoothly. Tho Ministry must be con- 
scious of a ccitain measure ol responsibility 
for tho unexpected and in some sense awk- 
ward position in which the House linos itself, 
and tbey ought, thorafore, to bo prepared 
to meet members in a spirit ol conciliation, if 
not ooiapromise. Tho vote to adjourn on 
Friday was not ao hostile one. Indeed it was 
quite the opposite ; for had a direct vote nl 
want of confidence been moved in the hoatol 
tbe moment, it would in all probability have 
been carried, and thus all bope of csncilis-, 
lion or compromise would havo boen cut ctl.

Editor Colonist:— Thia a subject which 
has many udvocatos and moDy advorsa* 
rioy. The udvocates will urge first, that 
tho working man ia frequently 
defrauded of hia hard earned 
gains by tho wrongful act ol 
his o'Jiployer and therefcro requires 
speeirtl protection. Second, jbat 
w hero a person has benefitted by the 
labor of another it is but fair that the 
laboror sht.uld havo a tangible security 
lor Iih lubor. On tho other hand the 
opponents ol tho measure fiay, why 
proioat one class iu proleroncu 
to auother; why give exceptional privi- 
leges to the working man his labor is 
his capital, and why not pro oet the 
capitalist. Bunveon tboso opposite opin- 
ions, tuero is a middle path whicb.ifoao.ti- 
odilytrodj will give an additional safe- 
guard to tbo working man, without the 
samo unduly prer-siug npon tho employ- 
er, 1 may stato that liens can be broad- 
ly divided into two olatses. First 
those which tho artiz in now lias by law 
over articles which he hoB made or ro- 
paired in his owu posse8Biou,thiB class rot 
quires no further protection for no man 
is compelled to part wilh his gojds 
withont the cash; Tho other class 
consists of work and labor dono for 
others over whioh tho workman 
has no control. This is a olass of business 
whioh may fairly receive protection because 
in all the ordinary business lilo the artisan 
cannut stipulate lor the payment of work he 
ongagei to do, therefore, he trusts 
the credit of the employer, and not unlre- 
(j u u r. 1 1 > ■ offers. For this diss of men ad- 
ditional protection can be easily obtained. 
Suppose for instance I desire a house buiit 
and tor thai purpojeeill lor tenders nud emer 
into a oostract lor ths job. the eoutruotor 
eerier re-:ontraoiB or employs men to do the 
wurk fur him. I am by my ooniruot bound 
to pay for the work ue it progresses. 1 do b 
the contractor is dishonest, at.d neglects to 
pay his einplciyii-, it is not lair that the 
noui-e 1 buy* paid tor should be liable lor
